This is in response to the Interview Summary mailed on May 2, 2006. 

Appreciation is expressed to Examiner Serrou for the courtesy of telephone call on 
April 29, 2006 to the Brian K. Dutton for the purpose of discussing of the claims. During that 
telephone call, the Examiner discussed the use of U.S. Patent No. 5,882,202 to Sameth et al. 
(Sameth) and U.S. Patent Application No. 2001/0056352 to Xun in the final rejection of the 
claims. 

The Interview Summary notes an agreement that Sameth does not suggest that, when 
the mouse is not positioned at the blowoff frame, the system prevents the display of the second 
language and displays the first language. Appreciation is expressed for this indication. 

Additional points of view regarding the teachings of Sameth and Xun may be found 
within the Amendment After Final Action (37 C.F.R. Section 1.116) filed on April 17, 2005, 
these additional points of view being incorporated within this Statement by reference to the 
Amendment of April 1 7, 2005. 
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It is further agreed that rejection of the claims made within the Final Office Action 
have been overcome by the Amendment After Final Action (37 C.F.R. Section 1.1 16) of April 
17, 2005. Specifically, the Interview Summary has indicated that a further search will be 
conducted, and that an Office Action will be sent to Applicant. Appreciation is further 
expressed for this indication. 

Conclusion 

All the claims now pending in the present application are believed to be allowable, 
and the present application is believed to be in condition for allowance. Accordingly, favorable 
reexamination and reconsideration of the application is courteously solicited.
